G. S, R. 238(E)-—In exercise of the powers copferred by 
sub-section(3)of section 9 of the Salary, Allowances and Pension 
of Members of Parliament Act, 1934 (30 of 1954),the Joint Com¬ 
mittee constituted under sub-section (1) of that section, after 
consultation with the Central Government hereby makes the 
following rules further to amend the Members of Parliament 
(Travelling and Daily Allowances) Rules, 1957, the same having 
been approved and confirmed by the Chairman of the Council 
of States, and the speaker of the House of the People, as required 
by 6ub-section (4) of the said section, namely:— 

1. (i) These rules may be called the Members of Parli¬ 
ament (Travelling and Daily Allowances) Amendment 
Rules, 1982. 

(ii) They shall come into force on the date of their oubllca 
tion in the Official Gazette. 
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2, In the Members of Parliament (Travelling and Daily Al¬ 
lowances Rule?! 1957:— 

(a) after rule 18A, the following rule shall be inserted, 
namely :—• 

“18B (1) Every Member shall, as soon as he is elected 
or nominated to either House of Parliament, 
lodge with the Secretariat of the concerned 
House of Parliament a nomination in Form 
‘E* stating the particulars of the nominee 
who shall in the event of such Member’s 
death be entitled to receive the salary, addi¬ 
tional facilities allowance, travelling allow¬ 
ance, daily allowance, medical rcimbuise- 
ment claims and any other allowances and 
claims whatsoever, payable to such Member, 
under the provisions of the Act and the rules 
framed thereunder for the time being in fbree, 
and which remain unpaid to him at the time 
of his death. 

(2) Every nominee under sub-rule (1) shall, be¬ 
fore claiming payment furnished a bond in 
Form ‘F* to the Secretariat of the House to 
which the deceased Member was elected 
or nominated.” 

(b) after form ‘D’ the following Forms shall be in¬ 
serted namely :—
